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Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  law  in  1 [Punjab] 
relating  to  the  import,  export,  transport,  manufacture,  sale  and  possession  of 
intoxicating  liquor  and  of  intoxicating  drugs  ; It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows  : — 

CHAPTER  I 

PRELIMINARY  AND  DEFINITIONS 

1.  Short  title. — (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Punjab  Excise  Act,  1914. 

(2)  Extent — It  extends  to  2[the  territories  specified  in  sub-section  (1) 
of  section  5 of  the  Punjab  Re-organisation  Act,  1966]. 

(3)  Commencement. — It  shall  come  into  force  on  such  3 4 5date  as  the 
4[State  Government]  may  by  notification  direct. 

2.  Repeal  of  enactments.— The  enactments  mentioned  in  5[*  * * *] 
Schedule  6[I]  are  repealed  to  the  extent  specified  in  the  fourth  column  thereof. 

3.  Definitions. — In  this  Act,  and  the  rules  made  under  it  unless  there  is 
something  repugnant  in  the  subject  or  context. — 

(1)  “beer”  includes  ale,  porter,  stout,  and  all  other  fermented 

liquors  made  from  malt  ; 

(2)  to  “bottle”  means  to  transfer  liquor  from  a cask  or  other  vessel  to 

a bottle,  jar,  flask,  or  similar  receptacle,  whether  any  process 
of  manufacture  be  employed  or  not,  and  bottling  includes 
rebottling; 

(3)  “Collector”  includes  any  revenue  officer  in  independent  charge 

of  a district  and  any  official  appointed  by  the  7[State  Govern- 
ment] to  discharge,  throughout  any  specified  local  area,  the 
functions  of  a Collector  under  this  Act  ;

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ESTABLISHMENT  AND  CONTROL 

8.  Superintendence  and  control  of  the  excise  administration  and  excise 
officers, — (a)  Subject  to  the  control  of  the  x[  State  Government]  and  unless  the 
x[State  Government]  shall  by  notification  otherwise  direct, the  general  superin- 
tendence and  administration  of  all  matters  relating  to  excise  shall  vest  in  the  Fina- 
ncial Commissioner. 

( b ) Subject  to  the  general  superintendence  and  control  of  the  Financial  Com- 
missioner and  unless  the  x[ State  Government]  shall  by  notification  otherwise 
direct,  the  Commissioner  shall  control  all  other  excise  officers  in  his  division. 

(c)  Subject  as  aforesaid  and  to  the  control  of  the  Commissioner  and 
unless  the  1[State  Government]  shall  by  notification  otherwise  direct,  the  Collec- 
tor shall  control  all  other  excise  officers  in  his  district. 

9.  Excise  Commissioner.~~The  x[ State  Government]  may  by  notification 
appoint  an  Excise  Commissioner,  and,  subject  to  such  conditions  and 
restrictions  as  it  may  deem  fit,  may  invest  him  with  all  or  any  of  the  powers 
conferred  on  the  Financial  Commissioner  by  this  Act. 

10.  Other  classes  of  excise  officers. — (a)  There  shall  be  such  other  classes 
of  excise  officers  as  the  x[ State  Government]  may  by  notification  declare  and 
the  ^State  Government]  may  appoint  as  many  persons  as  it  deems  fit  to  be 
excise  officers  of  these  classes. 

(h)  Their  Powers. — The  ^State  Government]  shall  by  notification  declare 
what  powers  under  this  Act  shall  be  exercised  by  excise  officers  of  each  class. 

(c)  Mode  of  conferring  powers. — In  conferring  powers  under  this  Act  the 
\ State  Government]  may  empower  persons  by  name  or  in  virtue  of  their  office 
or  classes  of  officials  generally  by  their  official  titles. 

11.  Power  to  invest  persons  with  special  powers  under  this  Act. — The 
\ State  Government]  may  by  notification  invest  any  person,  not  being  an  excise 
officer  with  power  to  perform  all  or  any  of  the  functions  of  an  excise  officer 
under  this  Act,  and  such  person  shall  in  the  exercise  of  these  functions  be 
deemed  to  be  an  excise  officer.

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12.  Local  limits  of  jurisdiction.— The  jurisdiction  of  the  Financial  Commis- 
sioner and  of  the  Excise  Commissioner  shall  extend  to  x[the  territories  speci- 
fied in  sub-section  (1)  of  section  5 of  the  Punjab  Reorganisation  Act,  1966],  the 
jurisdictions  of  Commissioners  shall  extend  to  their  divisions  and  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  Collectors  and  other  excise  officers  shall,  unless  the  2[State  Govern- 
ment] shall  otherwise  direct  extend  to  the  districts  in  which  they  are  for  the 
time  being  employed. 

13.  Delegation. — (a)  The  2[  State  Government]  may  by  notification  dele- 
gate to  the  Financial  Commissioner  or  Commissioner  all  or  any  of  its  powers 
under  this  Act,  except  the  powers  conferred  by  sections  14,  21,  22,  31,  56  and 
58  of  this  Act. 

(b)  The  2[  State  Government]  may  by  notification  permit  the  delegation  by 
the  Financial  Commissioner,  Commissioner  or  Collector  to  any  person  or  class 
of  persons  specified  in  such  notification  of  any  powers  conferred  by  this  Act  or 
exercised  in  respect  of  excise  revenue  under  any  Act  for  the  time  being  in  force. 

14.  Appeal.— An  appeal  shall  lie  from  an  original  or  appellate  order  of 
an  excise  officer  in  such  cases  or  classes  of  cases  and  to  such  authority  as  the 
2[State  Government]  shall  by  notification  declare. 

3[15.  Revision  and  review. — (/)  The  Excise  Commissioner  may,  Suo  moto 
at  any  time  or  on  an  application  made  to  him,  call  for  the  record  of  any  proceed- 
ings which  are  pending  before,  or  have  been  disposed  of  by  any  excise  officer 
subordinate  to  him  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying  himself  as  to  the  legality  or 
propriety  of  such  proceedings  or  of  any  order  made  therein  and  may  pass  such 
orders  in  relation  thereto  as  he  may  deem  fit:

CHAPTER  III 

IMPORT,  EXPORT  AND  TRANSPORT

— Except  as  otherwise 
provided  by  any  rule  made  under  this  Act,  no  ^intoxicant]  exceeding  such  quantity 
as  the  3[State  Government]  may  prescribe  by  notification  shall  be  imported, 
exported  or  transported  except  under  a pass  issued  under  the  provisions  of  the 
next  following  section: 

Provided  that  in  the  case  of  duty-paid  foreign  liquor  such  passes  shall  be 
dispensed  with,  unless  the  3[State  Government]  shall  by  notification  otherwise 
direct  :

(3)  the  period  for  which  the  license  shall  be  granted  ;

CHAPTER  V 
DUTIES  AND  FEES

CHAPTER  VI 

LICENSES,  PERMITS  AND  PASSES 

34.  Fees  for  terms,  conditions  and  form  of,  and  duration  of,  licenses, 
permits  and  passes. — (1)  Every  licence,  permit  or  pass  granted  under  this 
Act  shall  be  granted  — 

(a)  on  payment  of  such  fees,  if  any, 

(b)  subject  to  such  restrictions  and  on  such  conditions, 

(c)  in  such  form  and  containing  such  particulars, 

(d)  for  such  period,  as  the  Financial  Commissioner  may  direct. 

(2)  Security. — Any  authority  granting  a license  under  this  Act  may 
require  the  licensee  to  give  such  security  for  the  observance  of  the  terms  of  his 
licence,  or  to  make  such  deposit  in  lieu  of  security,  as  such  authority  may 
think  fit. 

35.  Grant  of  licenses  for  sale. — (1)  Subject  to  the  rules  made  by  the 
Financial  Commissioner  under  the  powers  conferred  by  this  Act,  the  Collector 
may  grant  licenses  for  the  sale  of  any  4[ intoxicant]  within  his  district.

(e)  if  the  holder  thereof  is  punished  for  any  offence  referred  to  in 

clause  (8)  of  section  167  of  the  5Sea  Customs  Act,  1878;  or 

(f)  where  a license,  permit  or  pass  has  been  granted  on  the  applica- 

tion of  the  grantee  of  a lease  under  this  Act,  on  the  requisition 
in  writing  of  such  grantee  ; or 

(g)  at  will,  if  the  conditions  of  the  license  or  permit  provide  for  such 

cancellation  or  suspension.

Power  to  cancel  any  other  license.— When  a license,  permit  or  pass 
held  by  any  person  is  cancelled  under  clause  (a),  (b),  (c),  (d)  or  (e)  of  section 
36  the  authority  aforesaid  may  cancel  any  other  license,  permit  or  pass  granted 
to  such  person  1 [by,  or  by  the  authority  of  the  2[State  Government],  within 
the  same  district  under  this  Act  or  under  any  other  law  for  the  time  being  in 
force  relating  to  excise  revenue  or  under  the  Opium  Act,  1878  and  the  Financial 
Commissioner  may  cancel  any  such  license,  permit  or  pass  granted  to  such 
person  in  any  district  to  which  this  Act  applies.

If  any  holder  of  a license  granted  under  this  Act,  or  any  person  to  whom  a lease 
has  been  granted  under  section  27,  makes  default  in  complying  with  any 
condition  imposed  upon  him  by  such  license  or  lease,  the  Collector  may  take 
the  grant  under  management  at  the  risk  of  the  person  who  has  so  defaulted 
or  may  resell  it  and  recover  in  the  manner  laid  down  in  section  60  of  this  Act 
any  deficiency  in  price  and  all  expenses  of  such  re-sale. 

40.  No  compensation  or  refund  claimable  for  cancellation  or  suspension 
of  license  etc.  under  this  section. — When  a license,  permit  or  pass  is  cancelled 
or  suspended  under  clause  (a),  (b),  (c),  (d),  or  (e)  of  section  36  or  under  section 
37,  the  holder  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  compensation  for  its  cancellation  or 
suspension,  nor  to  the  refund  of  any  fee  paid  or  deposit  made  in  respect  there- 
of. 

41.  Powers  to  withdraw  licenses. — (1)  Whenever  the  authority  which 
granted  a license,  permit  or  pass  under  this  Act  considers  that  such 
licence,  permit  or  pass  should  be  withdrawn  for  any  cause  other  than  those 
specified  in  section  36,  it  may,  on  remitting  a sum  equal  to  the  amount  of  the 
fees  payable  in  respect  thereof  for  fifteen  days,  withdraw  the  license  either  — 

(a)  on  the  expiration  of  fifteen  days’  notice  in  writing  of  its  intention 

to  do  so,  or 

(b)  forthwith  without  notice.

43.  No  claim  in  consequence  of  refusal  to  renew  a license,etc.— No 
person  to  whom  a license,  permit  or  pass  may  have  been  granted  shall  be 
entitled  to  claim  any  renewal  thereof,  and  no  claim  shall  lie  for  damages  or 
otherwise  in  consequence  of  any  refusal  to  renew  a license,  permit  or  pass 
on  the  expiry  of  the  period  for  which  it  remains  in  force. 

44.  Surrender  of  license.— (1)  No  holder  of  a license  granted  under 
this  Act  to  sell  an  2[intoxicant]  shall  surrender  his  license  except  on  the  expira- 
tion of  one  month’s  notice  in  writing  given  by  him  to  the  Collector  of  his 
intention  to  surrender  the  same  and  on  payment  of  the  fee  payable  for  the 
license  for  the  whole  period  for  which  it  would  have  been  current  but  foi  the 
surrender  : 

Provided  that,  if  the  Collector  is  satisfied  that  there  is  sufficient  reason 
for  surrendering  the  license,  he  may  remit  to  the  holder  thereof  the  sum  so 
payable  on  surrender  or  any  portion  thereof. 

(2)  Sub-section  (1)  shall  not  apply  in  the  case  of  any  licence  granteu 
under  section  27(2).

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POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS,  ETC. 

45.  Power  to  enter  and  inspect  places  of  manufacture  and  sale.— Any 
excise  officer  not  below  such  rank  as  the  x[State  Government]  may  prescribe  V 
may— 


(a)  enter  and  inspect  at  any  time  by  day  or  night,  any  place  in  which 

any  licenced  manufacturer  carries  on  the  manufacture  of  or 
stores  any  2[intoxicant]  ; 

(b)  enter  and  inspect,  at  any  time  within  the  hours  during  which  sale 

is  permitted  and  at  any  other  time  during  which  the  same 
may  be  open,  any  place  in  which  any  2 [intoxicant]  is  kept 
for  sale  by  any  person  holding  a license  under  this  Act  ; 

(c)  examine  accounts  and  registers,  test,  measure  or  weigh  any 

materials,  stills,  utensils,  implements,  apparatus  or  ^intoxi- 
cant] found  in  that  place  ; 

(d)  seize  any  accounts,  registers,  measures,  weights  or  testing  instru- 

ments which  he  has  reason  to  believe  to  be  false. 

46.  Powers  of  excise  officers  to  investigate  offences  punishable  under 
this  Act. — (1)  The  x[State  Government]  may  by  notification  invest  any 
excise  officer,  not  below  the  rank  of  sub-inspector  with  power  to  investigate 
any  offence  punishable  under  this  Act,  committed  within  the  limits  of  the 
area  in  which  the  officer  exercises  jurisdiction.

cealed ; and 

(b)  issue  a warrant  for  the  arrest  of  any  person  whom  he  has  reason 

to  believe  to  have  been,  to  be,  or  to  be  likely  to  be  engaged 
in  the  commission  of  any  such  offence. 

49.  Power  of  excise  officer  to  search  without  warrant, — (1)  Whenever

50.  Procedure  relating  to  searches,  etc. — Save  as  in  this  Act  otherwise 
expressly  provided,  the  provisions  of  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure,  1898, 1 
relating  to  arrests,  detentions  in  custody,  searches,  summonses,  warrants  of 
arrest,  search-warrants,  production  of  persons  arrested  and  investigation 
of  offence  shall  be  held  to  be  applicable  to  all  action  taken  in  these  respects 
under  this  Act  : 

Provided  that — 

(1)  Any  offence  under  this  Act  may  be  investigated  by  an  officer 
empowered  under-section  46  without  the  order  of  a magistrate ;

shall  be  bound,  in  the  absence  of  reasonable  excuse,  to  give  notice  of  the  same 
to  a magistrate  or  to  an  officer  of  the  excise,  police  or  land  revenue  depart- 
ment as  soon  as  the  fact  comes  to  his  knowledge. 

53.  Duty  of  officer  in  charge  of  police  Station  to  take  charge  of  article 
seized.-T-Every  officer  in  charge  of  a police  station  shall  take  charge  of  and 
keepin  iafe  c .stody,  pending  the  orders  of  a magistrate  or  of  the  Collector 
or  of  an  officer  empowered  under-section  46(1)  to  investigate  the  case,  all 
articles  seized,  under  this  Act  which  may  be  delivered  to  him,  and  shall  allow 
any  excise  officer  who  may  accompany  such  articles  to  the  police  station, 
qr  may  be  deputed-  for  the  purpose  by  his  superior  officer  to  affix  his  seal  to 
the  articles  and  to  take  samples  of  and  from  them.  All  samples  so  taken 
shall  also  be  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  police  station.

(3)  When  any  Sub-divisional  Magistrate  makes  a direction  under 
sub-se  tion  (1)  or  2[any  Executive  Magistrate]  makes  a direction  under  sub- 
section (2),  he  shall  forthwith  inform  the  Collector  of  his  action  and  his  reasons 
thereof. 


CHAPTER  VIII 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

55.  Measures,  weights  and  testing  instruments. — Every  person  who 
manufactures  or  sells  any  intoxicant  under  a license  granted  under  this  Act 
shall  be  bound — 

(a)  to  supply  himself  with  such  measures,  weights  and  instruments 

as  the  Financial  Commissioner  may  prescribe,  and  to  keep 
the  same  in  good  condition  ; and 

(b)  on  the  requisition  of  any  excise  officer  duly  empowered  by  the 

Collector  in  that  behalf,  at  any  time  to  measure,  weigh  or 
test  any  intoxicant  in  his  possession  in  such  manner  as  the 
said  excise  officer  may  require. 

56.  Pow  r of  4[State  Government]  to  exempt  intoxicants  from  the 
provisions  of  the  Act. — The  4[State  Government]  may,  by  notification,  either 
wholly  or  partially  and  subject  to  such  conditions  as  it  may  think  fit 
to  prescribe,  exempt  any  intoxicant  from  all  or  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Act.

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57.  Bar  of  certain  suits. — No  suit  shall  lie  in  any  civil  court  against 
the  1 [Government]  or  any  officer  or  person  for  damages  for  any  act  in  good 
faith  done,  or  ordered  to  be  done,  in  pursuance  of  this  Act  or  of  any  other 
law  for  the  time  being  in  force  relating  to  the  excise  revenue. 

58.  Powers  of  2[State  Government]  to  make  rules. — (1)  The  2[State 
Government]  may,  by  notification,  make  rules  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  or  any  other  law  for  the  time  being  in  force  relating 
to  the  excise  revenue.

Provided  further,  that  if  the  thing  in  question  is  liabl  e to  speedy  and 
natural  decay,  or  if  the  Collector  is  of  opinion  that  the  sale  of  the  thing  or  animal 
in  question  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  its  owner,  the  Collector  may  at  any  time 
direct  it  to  be  sold  ; and  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  so  far  as  may  be, 
apply  to  the  net  proceeds  of  such  sale. 

80.  Power  of  excise  officers  to  compound  offences. — (1)  The  Collector 
may  accept  from  any  person  who  is  reasonably  suspected  of  having  committed 
an  offence  punishable  under  section  62,  section  65  or  section  68 
of  this  Act  a sum  of  money  by  way  of  composition  for  such  offence ; and  on  the 
payment  of  such  sum  of  money  to  the  Collector,  the  accused  person  if  in 
custody  shall  be  discharged  and  no  further  proceedings  shall  be  taken  against 
him  in  respect  of  such  offence. 

(2)  The  cancellation  or  suspension  of  any  license,  permit  or  pass  under 
section  36(a),  (b)  or  (c)  of  this  Act  may  be  foregone  or  revoked  by  and  at 
the  sole  discretion  of  the  authority  having  power  to  cancel  or  suspend  it  on 
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payment  by  the  holder  of  such  license,  permit  or  pass  of  such  penalty  as  such 
authority  may  fix. 


(3)  Where  any  ^intoxicant]  has  been  seized  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  the  Collector  may,  in  his  discretion*  at  any  time  before  a Magistrate 
has  passed  an  order  under  section  78,  sub-section  (2)  release  it  on  receiving 
payment  of  the  value  thereof.
